-In 
the organization of his train in Wiuhiin'toi 
preparatory to. his departure for .Wiuhingtoi 
Territory, he displayed great knowledge of ev- 
erything necessary for 'the! undertaking, sound 
judgement and discrimination in the selection of 
men and means, and is said to have 'devoted 
himself personally to the work with an energy 
and perseverance rarely equalled. His surve; 
embraced a great variety of subjects not im- 
mediately connected with.the location of (lie 
road.- lie iiaa since published a narrative of 
the expedition, replete with useful and valuable, 
information for all classes, and beautifully illus- 
trated. In connection with this -survey let us 
state a single fact, illustrative of his remarkable 
power of memory. , He directed his quarter- 
nutter to make report of all the expenses ot 
the expedition, from its departure from St. Paul 
till its arrival at the mouth of the Oregon river. 
When it was furnished, he told his quartermas- 
ter he had made a mistake of some twenty 
thousand dollars, and scaling himself in ' liis 
tent, directed the officer to note the items of ex- 
cuse as he should give them from memory.:—

GEN, ISAAC INCALLS STEVENS- 


Genera! .Stevens was born in Andover, in l!io 


State of Massachusetts, where his liilhcr still 
survives him. 
He was in the ibrfy-liflh year 


of his age. 
His childhouod and youth were 


remarkable for studious habits, 
lie entered 


the Military Academy at West Point in 18i!.3, 
nnd graduated in ISM with the lirst honors of 
hu class. 
,So high did he stand above all olh- 


era in his class,, that it is said there were lii'tcen 
degrees between himself and the cadet next in 
rank. 
He learned almost by intuition, a sin- 


gle reading of the most abstruse proposition in 
mathematics being suflicicnl lo enable him to 
master it. 
Gen. Halleck was his classmate, 


and stood next hut one lo him al their gradua- 
tion. 
His course, at the academy is remember- 


ed as remarkable for industry, scholarship and 
high nenonal character 


In July, 1810, he wa.s promoted lo lirst lieu- 


tenant of engineers, and from lliat period lo 
the breaking out of the Mexican war he was 
employed upon government fortifications on the 
New England coast. 
He waa stationed for a 


time at Fort Adams with the late Col. James 
li. Mason. While there he became, acquainted 
with and married his wife, .Margaret Hazard, 
daughter of the late Benjamin Hazard of New- 
port. 


Gen. Kleven* rervcd with much distinction 


through the entire Mexican war. 
He served 


on General Scott's stall', and wns brevetlcd cap- 
tain for gallant and meritorious conduct in the 


The result was a correction of the account by 
some twenty thousand dollars, which was sub- 
sequently v criiied. 


On arriving at Olympia, he entered on his 


duties as Governor, and commenced Ihe organ- 
ization of the different 
departments of the ter- 


ritorial government. 
It 
will be remembered 


that our late gifted and much lamented fellow- 
townsman, Charles H.'ftlnson, was his Secreta- 
ry of. Stale. . Toj in neb praise cannot be be- 
.stowed upon his conduct .in aHJhcyarjoui^ dn- 
tira imposed on him as Governor of this new 
territory. 
It was nmoiurst the first to be orgii 


niml on our western frontier. 


He was ex-ollicio Indian Agent, and as sue 


was subjected to great trials and perplexities i 
arranging Ihe concerns of tin; numerous am 
populous Iribcs on the Pncilic coiHt. He wn 
.subsequently appointed special agent 
to sollk 


the dillicitllii'S between the Black Keel of Ne- 
braska Territory and the hostile tribes of tin 
coast. 
Our readers will remember the great 


Indian councils which were held during this pe- 
riod, embracing on one occat-ion, it was said, 
ten thousand warriors. 
All these responsible, 


millions and complicated duties were discharg- 
ed to the entire satisfaction and commendation 
of his government. 


One of the severest trials which Gen Stevens 


encountered during his term 
of ollice was a 


conflict between himself as Governor audjudge 
Uinder, brother of lire bile (Jon. Lander, then 
the District Judge of the Territory. 
It became 


necessary, in-lhe opinion of Gov. Stevens, that 
he should declare martini law- 
He did so. 
A 


C'jnlliel arose between him and lhe judiciary.— 
The Judge refused to yield. 
Hides, were lakon, 


and it seemed inevitable that 
blood 
mil^t be 


shed. 
Hut the Governor, by his grcnl coolness 


nnd immovable lirinness, (riiimphcd.—Different 
men have espoused opposite sides of this ques- 
tion. 
The writer has listened lo the accounts 


of many eye witnesses of the whole 'scene, and 
is satisfied that Gov. Stcu'iiswns justified in 
all he did on that occasion. 


Gen. .Stevens subsequently represented Wash- 


ington Territory for two terms of two years, 
each us its delegate to Congress. 
Xo man on 


the floor of Congress brought with him more 
varid and valuable information upon all topics 
relating to our Mist interests in our territories 
and po-scssions on Ihe whole I'acilic coa.~t. '-'No 


iiiiin used il more effectually. 
He. was not him- 


self a debater, lie was1 emphatically a worker, 
He could notdo anything but work continually. 
We never saw anything like him in that respect. 
Ho was capable of more hours of continued, 


ing on Fort Stnnp- 


ler, when he came forward with great alncrilv 
ami tendered his services lo the government in 


military capacity, lie first secured a col- 


onel's commission, and look command of lhe 
famous 79th New York Highland regiment at 
a time when (he soldiers were in open revolt.— 
The-conduct of the corps since has demonstrat- 
ed the value of his discipline, and the soldiers 
of lhe regiment have testified their appreciation 
of his services and love of his person by present- 
ing him with a most costly and magnificent 
sword nnd accoulrcmeiits.

a Brigadier General to September of hist y 
aud the efficiency and brilliancy of his nwnl. 
southern campaigns, at Port Koval and James 
Island, are too fresh in Ihe minds of all to Ire 
repeated.
